Allied guns. The enemy lines were reported, in dispatches at 
nine o'clock, to be under heavy bombardment. Allied aviators 
flying high above the congested roads and railway lines were co- 
operating with the Franco-American artillery by dropping thous- 
ands of pounds of high explosives. 


Superiority of the air now rests unquestionably with the 


Allies. The airmen sometimes operate for hours without inter- 
ference. 


All prisoners taken within the last 24 hours agree, so far as 


they will talk, in the stories of confusion back of the German 
lines. Regiments have been hopelessly jumbled and confused, 
as a result of the slaughter. Remnants of a half dozen regiments 
are assembled haphazard to make up a division of fighting 
strength. Even civilians have been mixed in the sanguinary bat- 
tle.

with fresh reesrve divisions have been taken in the Allied bags of 
prisoners.
